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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Osaka et ai., 6,654,270, does disclose in Fig. 4 
at least one buffer 5-1/6-2 (see lines 27-28, column 6) connected to memory controller MC 10-1 via a plurality of directional couplers C1 
and C2, specifically as shown in Fig. 5, which each couplers including data wirings (see lines 54-65, column 4) for transferring data 
between memory controller MC 10-1 and memory memory chips (a plurality of memory circuits) 10-2 to 10-9; a plurality of memory 
chips 10-1 to 10-9 are connected to each other via a plurality of internal data wiring 20-2 where data signal transmitted at high speed 
NRZ/RTZ signal conversion at low speed is inputted to each of a pluality of memory chip via a plurality of internal wiring 20-2 and then 
output NRZ signal transmitted at high speed to buffers 5-1/6-2 via data wirings in directional couplers C1 and C2. It should be noted that 
RTZ signal can be demodulated into NRZ large signal amplitude (see lines 1-10, column 16) and data can be transmitted at high speed 
(see lines 13-16, column 15) via data wirings in directional couplers 51-/6-2. 
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
